Most of the vegetables and flow­ 
ers sold in M exico City come from 
Xocbim ilco, called “The Venice of 
Mexico” and the "Floattag Gardens 
of the Aztecs.” 
Long a so, before 
Columbus discovered Am erica and 
the Spanish 
conquistadores came 
conquering Mexico in the name of 
their king and church, the powerful 
Aztecs dom inated 
the Valley 
of 
Mexico. 
When they built Xocbi­ 
m ilco. Just outside their capital, it 
was quite literally a place of float­ 
ing gardens for the islands were 
made of interlacing twigs, thick 
enough to form a strong mat. ar,d 
then covered with a thin layer of 
earth. 
These islands were floated 


upon the lake and plants of various 
kinds made to grow on them . E ven­ 
tually the plants took root, and to­ 
day the islands are solid. 
Each Island is virtually ft little 
paradise. 
Flow ers and vegetables 
grow in profusion. 
Three crops cf corn are grown 
there each year, and the plants are 
as tall as our fam ous Iowa corn. 
T hese islands are ft sort of holi­ 
day resort for the people of M exico 
City.
